Annua!  Report 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1945. 
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Work  of  the  Year. 

During  the  year  1945  the  work  of  the  Infirmary  has  been  carried 
on  to  capacity.  The  average  number  of  patients  in  Hospital  each 
daj^  was  208.3  compared  with  203.2  during  the  previous  year.  The 
total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Wards  was  4,594  and  434 
babies  were  born  in  the  Hospital.  Out-Patients  attendances 
totalled  71,668  as  compared  with  77,062  for  1944. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Wards 
during  the  year  is  due  to  our  unfortunately  having  to  close  one 
ward  for  several  months  owing  to  shortages  in  our  nursing  staff. 

The  work  of  the  Fracture  Department  is  continuing  progres¬ 
sively,  and  the  Gynaecological  Department  still  continues  to  be 
very  busy. 

As  foreshadowed  in  our  last  year’s  Report,  we  were  able  to 
open  the  new  post-inaternity  annexe  of  25  beds  at  Beechfield, 
Yealand  Conyers,  but  full  advantage  could  not  be  taken  of  this 
annexe  owing  to  our  being  unable  to  obtain  the  necessary  staff. 
As  Beechfield  will  be  de-requisitioned  by  31st  March,  1946,  this 
accommodation  will  be  transferred  to  “  Haverbreaks  ”  House, 
Lancaster,  which  property  we  are  making  arrangements  to  purchase. 
When  opened,  Haverbreaks  House  should  provide  the  necessary 
extra  20  beds  so  badly  needed  by  our  Maternity  Department. 

The  Pathological  Department  continues  to  expand,  and  is 
giving  a  very  valuable  service.  Our  Blood  Transfusion  Depart¬ 
ment  is  still  fully  occupied,  and  the  need  for  Plasma  is  as  great  as 
ever,  Plasma  for  use  overseas  has  been  despatched  regularly  during 
the  year. 

Details  of  the  work  of  various  Departments  will  be  found  in 
the  statistical  tables  on  pages  10  and  11. 

Under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  we  have  during  the 
year,  held  a  number  of  beds  in  readiness  for  Service  Patients,  but 
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owing  to  our  having  had  one  ward  closed  for  several  months  due  to 
shortage  of  staff,  our  waiting  list,  which  was  already  large,  has 
unfortunately  increased  from  690  to  862,  and  admissions  have  had  to 
be  restricted  to  strictly  emergency  cases. 

Our  Longlands  Recovery  Annexe,  as  in  the  previous  year,  has 
been  kept  fully  occupied,  and  continues  to  prove  a  very  valuable 
addition  to  the  Infirmary’s  bed  capacity. 

Finance. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  was  £61,485  as  compared  with 
£63,436  in  1944,  and  an  expenditure  of  £59,943  as  compared  with 
£59,956  in  1944,  making  a  balance  being  excess  of  income  over 
expenditure  for  the  year  of  £1,542.  Our  Bank  overdraft  on  Main¬ 
tenance  Account  is  £9,934,  and  whilst  lower  is  explained  by  the 
large  stocks  which  must  be  carried,  and  the  still  increasing  costs  of 
commodities  used,  together  with  the  debts  owing  to  the  Hospital 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  most  of  which  have  since  been  paid.  Our 
income  is  slightly  lower  by  £1,951. 

The  Workpeople’s  Committee  contributions  to  the  funds  of 
the  Infirmary  amounted  to  £16,500,  but  we  fear  that  in  the  future, 
with  the  implementing  of  the  proposed  National  Health  Service, 
this  form  of  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Infirmary  may  cease. 
Our  expenditure  has  remained  about  the  same  as  last  year  ;  the 
main  item  of  capital  expenditure  during  the  year  has  been  on  the 
adaptation  and  equipping  of  the  post  maternity  annexe  at  Beech- 
field,  amo untin  to  £2,449.  It  is  hoped  that  approximately  two- 
thirds  of  this  sum  will  be  recovered  under  an  arrangement  with  the 
Local  Authorities. 

The  amount  available  for  capital  expenditure  has  been  increased 
by  the  following  legacies  : — For  the  General  Purposes  Account  : 
Mrs.  Bowen  £20,  Mr.  James  Verden  £50,  Miss  C.  J.  Smith  £50, 
Mr.  Wm.  Clough  £100,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Clucas  £2,500,  Lady  Ashton  £500, 
Mrs.  Jane  A.  Howarth  £250.  For  the  Buildings  Extensions  x\ccount: 
Somervell  Bros.,  £10  14s.  4d.  For  the  Endowment  Account  :  Mrs. 
Martah  Lawson  £2,000.

Vice-President. 

By  the  death  of  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Richard  Cavendish,  who 
was  a  Vice-President  of  the  Infirmary,  a  very  staunch  supporter  was 
lost,  who  had  our  interests  very  much  at  heart. 

Hon.  Engineer. 

It  is  also  with  regret  that  we  report  the  death  of  Mr.  D.  Boyd, 
who  for  many  years  acted  as  Hon.  Engineer.  The  Infirmary  have 
lost  a  valued  adviser  and  friend. 
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Staff. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  offer  a  word  of  praise  to  our 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  dealt 
with  the  work  of  the  Infirmary  during  the  year,  and  to  the  nursing 
and  all  other  staffs,  also  we  extend  our  appreciation  and  thanks  for 
their  loyal  help  and  hard  work,  sometimes  for  very  long  hours  due 
to  emergency  conditions  and  shortages  of  staff.  Although  the 
average  number  employed  on  our  nursing  st-aff  is  99,  we  are  still 
seriously  understaffed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  improved 
conditions  of  service  for  nurses,  there  will  be  more  entrants  to  the 
nursing  profession  in  the  future. 

Thanks  must  also  be  tendered  to  our  clerical  staff,  domestic 
staff,  porter  staff,  boilermen,  and  gardeners,  who  in  their  particular 
spheres  of  activity,  have  all  contributed  to  the  efficient  running  of 
the  Infirmary. 

Acknowledgments. 

It  is  also  with  pleasure  that  we  tender  our  grateful  thanks  to 
all  voluntary  helpers  of  the  Infirmary,  to  the  Subscribers,  the  donors 
of  gifts  in  kind,  the  Honorary  Officers,  the  Emergency  Volunteer 
Service,  Blood  Donors,  Ladies  Linen  League,  Ladies  Collecting 
Committee,  auxiliary  helpers  for  making  bandages,  the  Clergy  and 
Ministers  for  the  Hospital  Sunday  Collections,  and  to  all  those  who 
have  given  help  with  domestic  and  clerical  work,  the  Elementary 
School  Teachers,  Women’s  Voluntary  Services,  the  Library  Staff, 
the  Police,  and  the  Press,  the  Red  Cross  Hospitality  Committee  for 
generosity  to  Service  Patients.  We  would  specially  mention  the 
Teachers  Flower  Saturday  Fund  who  made  the  splendid  collection 
of  £1,000,  constituting  a  record  ;  and  also  the  personal  effort  of  Mrs. 
R.  M.  Middleton,  who  by  a  Subscription  Ball  realized  the  magnificent 
sum  of  £516  for  the  benefit  of  the  Infirmary. 

The  Future. 

The  Government’s  detailed  proposals  for  a  comprehensive 
National  Health  Service,  and  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  place  in 
them,  are  not  yet  available,  but  if  the  reports  appearing  in  the  Press 
are  accurately  based,  then  it  would  appear  to  be  the  Government’s 
intention  to  take  over  the  Voluntary  Hospitals,  “  lock,  stock  and 
barrel.”  This  would  mean,  as  such,  a  disappearance  of  the  Voluntary 
Hospital,  which  has  served  the  public  so  well  in  the  past.  We  hope, 
however,  that  the  representations  of  the  British  Hospitals  Associa¬ 
tion  may  influence  the  Government,  because  State  ownership  of  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  is  not  necessary  to  achieve  a  service  on  a 
National  comprehensive  basis  and  free  to  the  public.  It  would  be 
a  great  loss  if  the  personal  interest  which  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
have  attracted,  whereby  services  and  money  have  been  freely  given, 
should  not  in  the  future  be  available  to  the  public.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COMMITTEE. 


The  continuing  need  for  economy  in  space  once  again  neces¬ 
sitates  drastic  curtailment  in  the  reports  of  the  various  departments 

The  past  year’s  work  has  continued  to  impose  a  strain  upon  the 
whole  resources  of  the  Infirmary  no  less  than  during  the  previous 
years  of  the  War.  Most  of  the  acute  shortages  in  space  still  apply, 
but  we  are  hopeful  that  the  provision  of  alternative  accommodation 
for  the  Electric-Therapeutic  and  Massage  Department  will  relieve 
to  some  extent  the  acute  shortage  of  room  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  and  will  enable  various  clinics  to  be  carried  on  with 
greater  ease  and  with  less  overlapping.  There  is  now,  we  are  glad 
to  note,  some  prospect  that  this  extension  of  our  facilities  may  come 
into  being  in  the  near  future. 

During  the  year  Mr.  C.  W.  Dean,  F.R.C.S.E.,  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  Vice-President  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  following 
appointments  have  also  been  made. 

Mr.  F.  Ronald  Edwards,  M.D.,  Ch.M.,  F.R.C.S.,  has  accepted 
our  invitation  to  the  appointment  of  Honorary  Consulting  Thoracic 
Surgeon,  and  his  services  have  already  proved  of  inestimable  value 
to  the  Honorary  Staff. 

Dr.  John  Wilkie,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,  who  has  done  so  much  valuable 
work  for  the  Infirmary,  both  in  the  field  of  medicine  and  in  an 
advisory  and  consultative  capacity  on  numerous  Committees,  has 
been  unanimously  elected  to  the  appointment  of  Honorary 
Physician. 

Major  W.  G.  L.  Flather,  M.B.,  D.O.M.S.,  has  been  appointed 
Honorary  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  and  after  many  abortive  attempts 
to  secure  his  release  from  H.M.  Forces,  we  are  now  assured  that  he 
will  soon  be  able  to  fill  a  vacancy  which  has  caused  no  little  em- 
barassment,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  willing  and  self-sacrificing 
devotion  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Dean,  who  attended  to  many  Ophthalmic 
emergencies,  even  while  ill  himself  in  hospital,  many  more  cases 
would  have  had  to  have  been  sent  away  to  Preston. 

We  are  glad  to  congratulate  Mr.  W.  Magauran  on  obtaining 
the  degree  of  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons, 
Edinburgh,  and  his  appointment  as  Assistant  Surgeon  has  been  a 
welcome  addition  to  the  strength  of  the  Surgical  Staff. 

At  the  time  of  going  to  Press  Dr.  R.  F.  Dawson,  M.D., 
M.R.C.P.E.,  recently  having  relinquished  his  work  as  Medical 
Specialist  to  the  R.A.F.,  has  been  appointed  to  the  post  of  Assistant 
Physician. 

Larger  supplies  of  Penicillin  have  become  available  during  the

past  few  months,  and  this  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  h  large  number 
of  patients. 

The  Blood  Transfusion  Service  has  continued  to  function 
actively,  and  has  supplied  all  our  needs,  and  this  we  feel  is  a  matter 
of  great  credit  to  the  Blood  Transfusion  Officer,  Dr.  Kathleen 
Thompson,  and  her  able  and  enthusiastic  helper,  Mr.  S.  F.  Moores, 
whose  continued  efforts  have  been  as  untiring  as  at  any  time  during 
the  war  years. 

It  is  hoped  that  shortly  some  tangible  recognition  of  the  services  . 
of  the  Donors  may  be  made,  and  arrangements  are  in  the  course  of 
development  to  hold  a  social  gathering  and  entertainment  for  this 
purpose  in  the  near  future.  It  seems  to  many  of  us  that  the  Donors 
as  a  whole  who  have  given  such  a  magnificent  service,  have  received; 
scant  recognition  and  it  is  a  source  of  great  pleasure  that  we  hope  to 
acknowledge  their  services  publicly,  as  they  richly  deserve. 

To  all  personnel  of  the  Hospital,  the  Matron  and  Nursing 
Staff,  the  Superintendent-Secretary,  the  Office  and  Clerical  Staff, 
the  Massage  and  Electro-Therapeutic  Staff,  the  X-Ray  Staff,  the 
Resident  Medical  Staff,  the  Domestic  and  Porter  Staff,  and  all 
others,  we  extend  our  grateful  thanks  for  their  untiring  efforts 
under  very  difficult  conditions.

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REPORT  ON  THE  NURSING  STAFF,  1945. 


The  year  of  1945  brought  many  changes  among  the  Nursing 
Staff  personnel .  We  welcome  Sisters  Morgan  and  McSpadden  who 
joined  the  staff ;  and  congratulate  Nurses  Ballesty,  Lawson  and 
Dyson  upon  their  promotion. 

Twenty-one  Probationers  entered  for  training  during  the  year  : 
Fourteen  Nurses  were  granted  the  Infirmary  certificate  upon  com¬ 
pletion  of  training;  fifteen  Nurses  were  successful  in  the  Final 
Examination  (General)  of  the  General  Nursing  Council  ;  and  fifteen 
passed  the  Preliminary  State  Examination. 

Dr.  Gibson  has  very  generously  handed  over  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Infirmary,  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  provide  annually  a 
“  Gibson  ”  Medal  and  two  book  prizes — each  to  the  vaiue  of  one 
guinea.  The  medal  is  to  be  awarded  to  the  Final  Year  Nurse  who 
has  proved  most  helpful  and  efficient  (practically  and  in  theory) 
throughout  the  whole  of  her  training.  The  book  prizes  are  to  be 
given  to  the  2nd  year  and  1st  year  Nurses  respectively  who  are 
considered  the  most  promising  students.  The  Nursing  Staff  very 
much  appreciate  Dr.  Gibson's  kindness  in  perpetuating  these 
awards  and  congratulate  Nurse  Barbara  Woods  (Finalist),  Nurse 
Sheila  Quinn  (2nd  year  Nurse),  and  Nurse  Constance  Huthart  (1st 
year  Nurse)  who  are  the  first  recipients. 

The  Nurses’  Representative  Council  met  quarterly  under  the 
helpful  chairmanship  of  Aid.  Mrs.  Heime  and  afforded  every  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  discussion  of  matters  affecting  the  well-being  and 
efficiency  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 

A  branch  of  the  Student  Nurses’  Association  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Nursing  was  formed  during  the  year,  with  a  membership 
of  4i.  A  representative  had  the  honour  of  forming  part  of  the 
guard  of  honour  on  the  occasion  of  H.R.H.  Princess  Elizabeth’s 
'"’sit  to  the  College  as  the  first  President  of  the  Association. 

A  Bring  and  Buy  and  Jumble  Sale  held  by  the  Nursing  Staff  in 
November  resulted  in  the  sum  of  105  guineas,  which  was  equally 
divided  between  the  local  branch  of  the  Royal  College  of  Nursing 
and  the  newly  formed  Infirmary  branch  of  the  Student  Nurses’ 
Association. 

As  the  Nurse’s  Training  becomes  more  and  more  complex,  the 
need  of  a  Preliminary  Training  School  becomes  more  urgent.  The 
provision  of  such  a  school  would  prove  the  greatest  stimulus  to 
recruitment  of  suitable  candidates,  and  the  practical  efficiency  of 
our  Nurses  would  become  more  apparent.  Incidentally,  under  the 
new  ruling  of  the  General  Nursing  Council,  no  Hospital  or  Infirmary 
will  be  recognised  as  a  Training  School  for  Nurses  after  January, 
1947,  unless  such  a  provision  is  established.

Town  Hall,  Lancaster,  in  1932,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  “  That  as  far 
as  possible,  the  SUNDAY  FOLLOWING  OCTOBER  18th  (St.  LUKE’S 
DAY),  or  on  October  18th,  if  that  day  be  a  Sunday,  be  permanently  observed 
as  Hospital  Sunday.” 

The  number  of  Collections- received  during  the  year  was  90.  The  number 
of  Places  of  Worship  in  the  neighbourhood  is  about  170,  so  that  there  were 
about  80  Places  of  Worship  where  no  Collection  was  made.

The  Committee  has  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  57th  Annual 
Report  (the  25th  dealing  with  the  Scheme). 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  total  income  is  over 
£17,000  again  this  year. 

There  appears  to  be  a  falling  off  of  works’  contributions  on  account  of 
decrease  in  staffs  and  members  who  have  not  yet  returned  from  the  Forces, 
on  the  other  hand  there  is  an  increase  of  new  members  on  the  monthly 
contribution  scheme,  which  is  equal  to  the  decrease  of  the  aforementioned 
works’  contributions. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Wards  was  4,594,  and  in 
addition  434  babies  were  born  in  the  Hospital. 

The  total  Out-patients’  attendances  were  71,668. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  state  that  Miss  Garnett  has  been  elected 
President  of  the  Infirmary  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  again  draw  the  attention  to  the  eligibility  of  Benefit  which  is  Three 
Months  for  Medical  and  Surgical  Wards;  and  the  Maternity  Ward,  Twelve 
Months. 

The  Maternity  Ward  Benefit  is  for  abnormal  and  Surgical  Cases  only, 
or  where  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable. 

Contributor’s  attention  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the 

Workpeople’s  Contributory  Scheme  is  for  treatment  in  the  Wards  of 
the  Royal  Lancaster  Infirmary.  Patients  must  obtain  a  voucher  from 
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the  Secretary  or  Treasurer  of  the  Workpeople’s  Contributory  Scheme 
before  being  sent  to  any  other  hospital. 

Patients  who  are  in  a  position  to  join  the  Contributory  Scheme,  and 
have  not  done  so,  will  be  called  on  and  expected  to  make  payment  towards 
cost  of  maintenance  whilst  patients  in  the  Infirmary. 

The  Committee  does  not  assist  Contributors  in  meeting  the  cost  of 
Treatment  in  Private  Hospitals,  Maternity  Homes,  Nursing  Homes  (or 
suffering  from  war  disabilities,  these  cases  being  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions),  Sanatoriums,  Mental  Institutions,  or  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospitals. 

The  Committee  tender  their  grateful  thanks  to  all  those  Employers  and 
Collectors  for  their  continued  help,  also  to  the  Local  Press  for  the  valuable 
publicity  they  have  given  to  matters  affecting  the  Scheme;  and  to  all  other 
Subscribers,  Donors,  Helpers,  and  Silver  Paper  Collectors.
